A terse, dramatic message 
from Lt.-Gen. A. E: Percival 
disclosed that British de- 
fenders of Singapore still 
were putting up “stout resist- 
ance against great odds” to- 
day as Japan’s armies press 
within two miles of the city’s 
heart. 

Army Minister Francis Forde 
of Australia said he received the 
message from Gen. Percival at 
1:30 p.m. Singapore time (12:30 
a.m. C.D.T.). 

Even the Tokyo radio spoke of 
“firm resistance” at Singapore. 

Domei, Japanese news agency, 
conceded that the invaders were 
still two miles from downtown 
Singapore, but while the British 
forces fought a delaying action it 
Was apparent that the net was 
steadily drawing tighter.

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Advertising Costs 
In Tax Exemptions 


OTTAWA, Feb. 13—(CP)—Mer- 
chants or others who advertise in a 
normal way in connection with 
their business activities need not 
fear the federal income tax depart- 
ment will rule out such expenses 
from tax exemptions, Revenue 
Minister Gibson said here Thursday. 

Only where advertising is of an 
“unreasonable, excess or unusual 
type to which the advertiser never 
had recourse before,” and which 
authorities suspect was made large- 
ly to save taxes, will advertising 
expenditures be questioned by the 
income tax department, he said.

Soviet Skiers 
‘Cut Nazi Line 
White Russia

MOSCOW, Feb. 13.—(AP)—The 
Red army's far-ranging ski troops 
have cut through German lines 
into White Russia, which lies 
next to the old frontier with 
Poland, a dispatch said today, 
while in the Arctic submarines 
of the nortrern Red fleet report- 
ed sinking five German trans- 
Ports, a tanker and a trawler, 

The dispatch from the western 
front announcing the penetration of 
White Russia, one of the Socialist 
Soviet republics in German hands, 
specified neither the position nor 
the strength of the operation. In- 
dications were that it was a patrol 
action on a large scale. 

Ski soldiers, who manoeuvred 
across heavy snows, were aided by 
guerillas and probably by para- 
chute troops in the thrust to win 
back White Russia and wipe out 
German communication lines across 
it. 

Where the entry was made was 
not specified, but it could have 
been accomplished by advance units 
operating both north and south of 
Smolensk, key German base on the 
Dnieper river 230 miles west of 
Moscow.

LONDON, Feb. 13.—(CP) 
—Three German heavy war- 
ships which made a _ sensa- 
tional escape from Brest and 
fled up the mist-hidden Eng- 
lish Channel after a specta- 
cular battle, in all probability 
are safely at their destina- 
tion, an authoritative source 
declared today. 

Although all three shipse—the 
26,000-ton battleships Gneisenau 
and Scharnhorst and the 10,000- 
ton cruiser Pring Eugen—were 
reported hit by bombs or aerial 
torpedoes, this source indicated 
belief the damage was not suffi- 
cient to have prevented them 
from reaching Heligoland naval 
base. 

This authority said no British 
surface ships were lost, thus con- 
tradicting a Berlin communique's 
claim that one British destroyer 
had been sunk. He said the action 
was completely over. 

CONFUSED BATTLE 

The confused battle in which 
everything from mine sweepers to 
great coastal guns on both sides 
of the Channel was used, began 
Thursday when the three craft, the 
bulk of Germany's remaining 
heavy warships, slipped from their 
year-old drydock internment in 
bomb-wrecked Brest's harbor. 

They were engaged by British 
destroyers, motor torpedo boats 
and aircraft of all three com- 
mands, bomber, coastal and fight- 
A number of Canadian sir- 
Men took part in the ensuing 
fight, 

The final result of the terrific 
duel—often blotted out completely 
by rain, snow, mist and smoke- 
screens—could not be ascertained

The U. S. navy’s account of 
its attack on the Marshall 
and Gilbert islands throws 
light on the long-range prob- 
lems which the United States 
faces in driving the Japanese 
out of the Pacific.

“The use of Irish bases would

At the present time many ships 
come in through the northwestern 
approaches within inevitably limit- 
ed channels where U-boats and 
Nazi planes know they can be 
found. If naval and air protection 
existed in southern Ireland and 
there would be opened up alterna- 
tive routes.

U.S. Navy Hits

addition to the warships and 
auxiliary craft destroyed, several 
ships were damaged. Severe 
damage was done to hangars, am- 
munition dumps, fuel supplies, 
industrial buildings and a radio 
bullding. 


The well - balanced American 
raiding force of aircraft carriers. 
cruisers and desiroyers under the 


command of Vice-Admiral William 
F. Halsey, Jr., travelled well over 
2,000 miles from its Pearl Harbor 
base. The attacks were centerea 
on Rio, Kwajalein, Wotje, Taroa 
and Jaluit islands of the Marshall 
group and Makin Island in the 
Gilbert colony. 


PEARL HARBOR REVENGE 

The damage inflicted upon the 
Japanese navy and its supplement- 

ary foreés was such that it went 
far toward gaining revenge for 
Japan’s attack on Pearl Harbor 
By a coincidence the same number 
of Japanese aircraft were destroyed 
at Pearl Harbor and in the Mar- 
she'l-Gilbert raid—41. 

Planes operating from air- 
craft carriers, fanning out over 
the islands to unloose their bombs, 
apparently were responsible for 
most of the damage done. 

Secretary of Navy Frank Knox 
reported the American losses in the 
Pear] Harbor attack as one battle- 
ship, three destroyers, a target. ship 
and a mine layer, The battleship 
Oklahoma capsized but its condi- 
tion was such that it could be right- 
ed and repaired. Knox said inten- 
sive damage was done to the army's 
land-based planes and “some dam- 
age” was done to hangars. 

OTHER SHIPS SUNK 

In addition to the aircraft car- 
rier, the Navy's retaliatory action 
at the Marshal] Islands cost Japan 
a light cruiser, a destroyer, three 
large fleet tankers, two submarines, 
five cargo vessels, three smaller 
ships, and other ships seriously 
damaged. The Japanese also lost 
two large seaplanes, 15 fighter 
planes, 11 scout bombers and 10 
other bombers. 

The attack on Makin Island in 
the former British-controlled Gil- 
bert group cost the Japanese 
three patrol planes. An auxiliary 
vetsel also was damaged at Mak- 
in. 

The American losses revealed by 
the communique were five scout 
bombers. A cruiser which sustained 
a hit from one small bomb was the 
only United States vessel damaged.

‘i cnnsclgut chic chaos 

The loss of Martaban is more bad 
news for the United Nations. The town 
stands on the west bank of the Salween 
river and barred the way to Rangoon. 
Its capture means that the Japanese 
have crossed the river in force, and ob- 
tained a footing within one hundred 
miles of the great Burmese port 
through which flow the supplies en 
route to China by the Burma road. 
This road is vital to Chiang Kai-Shek’s 
forces, and they are likely to take an 
active part in checking the enemy drive 
toward their life-line. There has been 
evidence, too, that British and United 
States air forces have been built up at 
Rangoon to formidable proportions, 
even at the expense of leaving Singa- 
pore without any adequate “ceiling”. 

While the news from Martaban is 
bad, it does not therefore imply a Jap- 
anese advance through Burma like that 
through Malaya. The Burma road is 
too important, to China, and to the 
Allies generally, to be given up without 
the fiercent kind of a struggle. Assum- 
ing that Rangoon’s defences have been 
strengthened in the light of experience 
at Hong Kong and Singapore—with 
large numbers of fighting planes, and 
that Chinese forces have moved down 
from the north in strength, Martaban 
may prove to be the “farthest west” in 
the Japanese advance. 


Admiral Helfrich 


The role that the Dutch naval 
forces have been playing in the war in 
the Pacific, in conjunction with their 
air force, is the best assurance the 
Allied peoples could have that their 
combined fleets have been placed in 
good hands by the selection of Vice- 
Admiral Helfrich as commander-in- 
chief. The new commander was born 
in Java, and is therefore in the most 
literal sense fighting for his homeland, 
as also in an area with which he is fa- 
miliar by lifelong experience. 

It is gratifying that Admiral Hart 
gave way to his successor not because 
of any failure on his part. The victory 
in Macassar Strait is the proof that 
Hart knew his business. He retires be- 
cause of ill-health; and it may be sup- 
posed also from a chivalrous desire to 
see recognition given to the splendid 
services rendered by the Dutch allies. 

The Netherlanders’ sea fighters, co- 
operating admirably with their airmen, 
have been “‘all over the place” since the 
Japanese launched their first blows— 
which were struck not against Dutch 
possessions, but against American and 
British territory. They have maintain- 
ed the remarkable record of sinking 
an average of nearly, if not quite, one 
enemy ship per day, including a con- 
siderable number of warships and 
many transports and supply ships. Ad- 
miral Helfrich can therefore be de- 
pended upon to make good use of the 
larger forces now put under his com- 
mand, forces which will speedily grow 
out of all proportion to those now on 
the scene. 


More Planes, Tanks, Guns 


The Nazis have stopped running and 
are fighting stubbornly on nearly 
every sector of the Russian front, 
while Berlin forecasts a spring offen- 
sive to the east of unprecedented fury. 
In Libya the British have been driven 
back by the more heavily armed enemy. 
In the Far East our forces are every- 
where facing men with more planes, 
tanks and guns than they possess. 

The common adverse factor in 
every theatre is a shortage of equip- 
ment. The United Nations are facing 
a crisis, not because of scarcity of men 
or inferior commanders, but lack of 
tools, They have the factories and the 
resources and the industrial workers, 
but their plants are not yet producing 
in the required bulk, while the enemy 
plants are and have been for years go- 
ing all-out. 

Given time, the Allies will outstrip 
the Axis powers in production. Perhaps 
they will overtake them in a matter of 
months, But for the time our men on 
every front must hang on as they can 
against better-armed opponents, who 
in the Far East have also the advant- 
age in most battle areas of superior 
numbers. 

It is useless in these circumstances 
to expect decisive victories. It is folly 
to not recognize the possibility of more 
and grave defeats. It is cruelly unjust 
to blame the fighters or their leaders 
when reverses come. There must be 
patient understanding and calm confi- 
dence at home, as there is courage and 
skill on the fighting fronts. And the 
wheels in our munitions factories must 
be kept turning, all day and every day, 
as they can only do if the money is 
forthcoming to pay for labor and ma- 
terials and shipping costs. 

To that end—buy Victory bonds, 
and war savings certificates; not in 


the amount only that may be conveni- 
ent, but remembering the issues which 
are at stake and how grim is the situa- 
tion, 
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Talking Both Ways 


The gentlemen in London who make 
it their business to explain to the world 
what is going to happen next on the 
fighting fronts started holding post 
mortems on Singapore days before the 
garrison despaired of being able to hold 
the place until help should arrive. For 
a week they have been predicting its 
downfall, as confidently as two weeks 
ago they were proclaiming that it was 
impregnable, or almost so. They did 
the same disservice in the case of Hong 
Kong; built up confidence in the 
strength of its defences until it was 
attacked, and then began to prepare 
the public for news that it had fallen. 

These analysts of defeat have late- 
ly been telling us the Singapore gar- 
rison was handicapped in three ways. 
The Japanese had control of the air. 
They had more, and more experienced, 
men. And the defenders were hamper- 
ed by the presence of a great civilian 
population, whom the Japanese airmen 
machine-gunned and bombed with cus- 
tomary Axis brutality. All this is true, 
but it was all foreseeable and foreseen. 
Everyone who reads the despatches 
knew these handicaps existed. 

Apparently it was not possible to 
provide the air force the defenders 
needed, nor to reinforce them adequate- 
ly, nor to evacuate the civilians. But 
at least the pundits of publicity in Lon- 
don could have refrained from pre- 
tending to think until a week ago that 
the place could be held in spite of these 
crippling circumstances. 

Mr. Churchill should tell his censor 
to put these about-face prophets off 
the air, They are not helping a bit to 
win the war. On the contrary they 
are doing something to undermine 
world confidence in London opinion, 
Couldn’t they be loaded on a ship and 
sent off somewhere to try and hold 
something. .

Greatest Effort But Lack 


Driving Leadership 
By HAROLD L. WEIR 

Exhortations to the British people to 
increase the tempo of their labors and the 
measure of their sacrifices, have dominated 
the British press and radio programs the 
past few days. 

Newspaper comment was characterized 
by a thunderous appeal from J. L. Garvin, 
editor of the (Sunday) Observer, and 
grand old man of British 


journalism, to “work, 
work, work.” 
Recently the BBZ. 


presented a highly elo- 
uent oration by Sir 
tafford Cripps, former 
ambassador to Moscow, 
describing the sacrifices 
of the Russians and con- 
trasting those sacrifices 
with the comparative 
ease of life in England. 
Sir Stafford, who in- 
cidentally was in Moscow 
during the London blitz, warned the peo- 
ple that “arms, raw materials and food- 
stuffs’ would have to be sent to Russia 
before the German spring offensive which, 
he indicated, might begin in April. His 
point was that the British must increase 
their own sacrifices in order to help Russia. 


Willing Hands 


All these observations fell on willing 
eyes and ears and nobody disputed their 
validity. ; ¥en 

By this late hour everybody in Britain 
realizes that the situation is serious and 
that Britain’s war effort should be in- 
creased to the maximum. 

It is also fair to say that 99 per cent of 
the British people would gladly work their 
fingers to the bone and suffer cold and 
privation if they thought it would save 
Singapore or the Burma road, or help the 
Russians beat the Germans. 

All they now need is to be shown. 

What they have not been shown pro- 
perly is how they can exert their full 
energies to advan@ge and how their sacri- 
fices can be translated into help for the 
Allies, 

The only real directive they got over 
the week-end was notice that soap ration- 
ing would go into effect this morning, the 
aim being to reduce national consumption 
by one-fifth, Since everybody and his 
brother had known that soap was to be 
rationed, this did not enlighten the popu- 
lation and it was pretty hard to see how it 
was going to save Russia. 


Poor Organization 


The fact is that while Britain’s leaders 
are appealing for greater national effort, 
they themselves have so far proved in- 
capable of organizing that effort in an 
effjcient way. 

At this very moment, it is becoming 
increasingly clear that the government's 
latest answer to the demand for unified 
direction for the country’s manpower and 
resources—admittedly the sine qua non of 
an all-out national war effort—is not going 
to fill the bill. ; 

One of the most important questions 
in England today is whether Lord Beaver- 
brook, who was recently appointed min- 
ister of production, is going to have real 
power to :o-ordinate'the work of all the 
production ministries.

Now there is mounting evidence that 
Beaverbrook jis not going to have the 
authority which it was hoped the produc- 
tion minister would have, Mr. Churchill 
will explain just. what his powers are’to 
be at the next sitting of the House of 
Commons. 1 

While encouraging Britain's civilian 
army to do its utmost, Sir Stafford him- 
self has refused to play a part in provid 
ing that army with generalship. 

He refused to accept the post as supply 
minister after his*seturn from Moscow and 
apparently has decided to employ his tal- 
ents as government's friendly critic and 
the people’s adviser. 

The people themselves feel they are 
getting too much advice and criticism and 
too little information about what is ex- 
pected of them. 

Bright Spot 

Meanwhile, the one bright spot in the 
British view is the fact that we have air 
superiority in the Middle East—the only 
war theatre to date where the Allies are 
enjoying such an important advantage, 
Yet this air mastery has not been suffi- 
cient to prevent the Axis forces under 
Marshal Erwin Rommel from retaking 
half of the Cirenaica. Why? 

The answer is that when the ‘Axis 
launched its counter-offensive in Libya 
the British, South Africa and Free French 
air forces out here were unable to operate 
with 100 per cent efficacity—this, for three 
reasons: ® 

1—The weather, 

The Axis forces took full advantage of 
the bad weather conditions which greatly 
neutralized the Britishers’ air power. Thus 
Marshal Rommel, anxious to press his ini- 
tial advantage with the utmost speed, 
could afford to divert the fuel originally 
intended for his planes to the tanks and 
vehicles of his ground forces instead. 

This fact, together with the capture of 
British fuel dumps, contributed to the 
speed of the Axis advance—which brings 
us to the next reason? 


Land and Air 


2—Airfields and interdependence of 
land and air arms. 

Because the ground forces were un- 
able to stem the enemy advance the air 
force was repeatedly compelled to evac- 
uate convenient airfields, and because the 
air force had to think of the evacuation of 
its threatened landing grounds, it was une 
able to give the ground forces all the sup- 
port it might otherwise have given. 

3—The desert, 

Because of the nature of the topogra- 
phy, air action over the desert is differ- 
ent from air action over Europe. In Eure 
Ope there are railroad junctions, towns, 
bridges, defiles and roads where the troops 
must pass if they are going some place— 
nice targets for planes. In the Libyan dese 
ert there is mostly just a flat expanse and 
dispersal, consequently, is possible to pere 
fection, 

In Libya vehicles do not often have 
to stick to the roads but can spread out 
over the bare desert landscape, hundreds 
of yards from one another. 

Thus, bombers operating over the dese 
ert have few targets and even low-flying 
fighters often lack the juicy targets of the 
sort Europe would offer,

B.C. House Asks 
Strong Defence 


VIGTORIA, Feb. 13—(CP)—The 
British Columbia legislature 
wound up a five-week session 
Thursday after passing unanim- 
ously a resolution moved by Pre- 
micr Hart and seconded by C.C.F. 
Leader Harold Winch, calling the 
attention of the federal govern- 
ment to the “Immediate necessity 
of completing the strongest and 
fullest measures of defence againat 
our enemies.”

Music Teacher 
Asks Fair Test 
Native Talent 


Plea for just recognition of Can- 
adian musical talent was advanc- 
ed at a luncheon meeting of the 
Edmonton branch of the Alberta 
Music Teachers’ Association at the 
Corona hotel on Thursday, by 
Lyell Gustin, of Saskatoon, presi- 
dent of the Canadian Federation 
of Music Teachers, 

Taking as his theme, The Future 
of Music in Canada, Mr. Gustin 
recalled that a professor of French 
at a western university, who had 
lived in Russia had said that “From 
Western Canada will come a na- 
tional school of composition.” He 
also recalled that J, B. Priestly, 
famous British author, had express- 
ed the belief that the West was 
becoming the home and producer 
of the best art in America, 


PECULIAR POSITION 

“We are in a peculiar position in 
Canada, in that, in addition to ow 
own Canadian artists—performers, 
teachers and composers and these 
seem to possess high taleni, ability 
and enthusiasm—we have those 
musicians who have comé to us 
from the Old Country and war- 
ravaged Europe.” he said. 

Dealing with the question of what 
Canada had to offer a musician, Mr, 
Gustin pointed out that an artist 
must be local before becoming na- 
tional and international. Every 
great artist, he said, drew his vital- 


ity from his surroundings. One can 
only work with what “is in the 
bone,” he said and “the vastness 


of our Dominion, the energy and 
determination of a race of nation- 
builders, offers a worthy answer 
to the question,” 

Europe has an art history going 
back generations. Canadian music 
history is hardly more than two 
generations old. Yet Canada, he 
said, had developed enormously in 
these years. 


CAN HOLD OWN 

Regarding teachers, Mr, Gustin 
declared that “We do not fear com- 
petition with others on this con- 
tinent. Old country adjudicators at 
festivals and examiners al] testify 
to the high standard and the work 
achieved.” 

He said that “As composers we 
have had success in the folk music, 
in the chansons, which are distinctly 
Canadian, although many are of 
French origin®”and date back to the 
troubadours. A vast wealth of com- 
Position has been derived from Rus- 
sian composers.” 

He said that the little theatre idea 
had helped the drama and the same 
could be done for music. This was 
where the general public could help 
the Canadian musician, 

SHOULD GET HEARING 

“Notthing should be condemned 
without being heard and heard fre- 
quently,” he said. “Let us at least 
give our local provincial and Do- 
minion compositions a thoughtful 
and generous hearing. If they 
prove worthless, they can be 
dropped. But if worthwhile, they 
should have a chance.” 

He declared that Canadian per- 
formers compared with others and 
should be encouraged, 

Teacher, performer and compos- 
er were necessary. 

“Three shafts of light make clear 
the nature and affimities of © our 
musical life in Canada,” he said. 
First was “the tremendous musical- 
creating hunger,” second “the re- 
markable gift and_abundant enter- 
prise of our young musical forces” 
and third “the remarkable inter- 
racial good-will.” He declared that 
“As music teachers we belong to 
a group that must be a beacon for 
the future of music in Canada.”

CANUCKS IN ACTION 

But for her daring attacks on the | 
fast-moving craft—always difficult 
to find in five-mile visibility—Brit- 
ain paid with 42 of her own air- 
craft—20 bombers, 16 fighters and | 
six torpedo-carrying planes. 

From Brest to Heligoland is ap- 
proximately 700 miles.

SIX TORPEDO HITS 

At least six torpedo hits were be- 
lieved to have been scored but 
there was no indication of their ef- 
fectiveness. 

One, air-launched, ‘was credited 
to a Swordfish plane and three 
more to Beaufort torpedo-bombers. 
The others were sent scudding 
through the murk from’ torpedo 
tubes of a destroyer and a motor 
torpedo boat. 

“At about 11 am. yesterday 
(Thursday). Royal Air Force 
fighter aircraft reported an 
enemy squadron consisting of the 
Scharnhorst, the GNeisenau and 
the Pring Eugen, accompanied by 
destroyers, torpedo boats, E-boats 
and minesweepers, were approach- 
ing the Dover strait from the 
west,” said the joint communique 
in the first account of the battle. 

“The enemy squadron also was 
heavily escorted by fighter aircraft. 

“Visibility at this time varied 
from three to five miles . . . On re- 
ceipt of this report, coastal ‘craft of 
the Dover naval command im- 
mediately were sent out to attack, 
together with Swordfish aircraft of 
the fleet air arm, strongly escorted 
by R.A-F. fighters, 

“Attacks by both Swordfish and 
coasta] aircraft were pressed close 
to home in the face of intense fire 
from all vessels and opposition by 
enemy fighters. 

“Reports indicate the Swordfish 


scored at least one hit on one of 
the enemy heavy ships and one of 
the motor torpedo boats also claim- 
ed a possible hit, but owing to the 
intense barrage and the heavy 
smoke screen put up by the enemy 
it was impossible to see the re- 
sults... Six Swordfish aircraft are 
missing ... 

“During this fime the Dover 
defences opened fire at extreme 
range, which was replied to by 
enemy shore batteries... . 

“The attacks were ptessed hone: 
with the greatest determination In 
the face of heavy anti-aircraft fire 
and strong fighter opposition, 
which resulted in the loss of twenty 
of our bombers . and sixteen 
fighters. 

“Fifteen enemy fighters were de- 
stroyed by our fighter escort and 
at least three more by the bombers 
themselves . . .” 

At 3:34 p.m.—when the nautical 
hare-and-hound chase had been 
thrashing through the channel for 
more than four and one-half hours 
—British destroyers sighted the 
quarry and, the communique said 
“went into the attack in the face of 
very heavy bombing. . . and also 
heavy gunfire from all the enemy's 
surface ships... . 

“Our destroyers took advantage 
of a rain squall to press the attacks 
home. .. . There is reason to believe 
that at least one torpedo hit was 
obtained. Casualties in our destroy- 
ers were not heavy.” 


QUESTIONS TO COME 

One question Britons were sure 
to ask their war leaders was how 
the Scharnhorst, Gneisenau and 
Prinz Eugen could put to sea in 
trim for a perilous challenge to 
Britain's sea might after having sat 
through more than 100 air attacks 
on Brest of which they presumably 
were the specific targets of 66. The 
last was Wednesday—just a day be- 
fore they sallied forth. 

Authoritative sources pointed out| 
they were smal] targets in a large 
space and that the harbor of Brest 
was singularly defensible aguainst| 
aerial torpedo attacks which caus- 


ed such havoc to the Italian fleet 
at Taranto, 

There has been doubt among in- 
formed observers for some time 
that the ships ever had been crit- 
feally damaged and some experts 
even questioned whether the at- 
tacks were worth their cost, 

Another likely question was why 
Hitler took such great chances (0 
get the ships out of Brest. The con- 
Sensus was that he hoped to use the 
hard-hitting surface ships on the 
Atlantic supply lanes along with the 
U-boats to strike heavily at both 
Britain and the United States 

A second possibility, that the 
three warships ate to be taken cir- 
cuitously to the Mediterranean for 


an expected major drive there, also 
was given some credence. 

A third theory was that Germany 
is projecting an invasion attempt 
against Britain, but this was viewed 
as less plausible than the others, 


REPORT TORPEDO HITS 

The air ministry news service 
said the first flight of fighter-escort- 
ed British torpedo bombers was 
quickly followed into the battle by 
fresh waves of fighters and bomb- 
carrying Hurricanes, and from 11 
a.m. to 4 p.m. fighters were in con- 
stant action over the enemy ships. 


Pilots of one squadron which 
escorted torpedo bombers re- 
ported what appeared to be tor- 
pedoes striking one of the battle- 
ships, Three torpedo hits were 
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reported by a Beaufort squadros 
led by Sqdn.-Lar. W. H. Cliff, 
While RAF. Spitfires tangled 
with the Nazi fighter planes the 
Hurricanes swept down almost to 
sea level to attack escort vessels. 
RCAF. units were numbered 
among these attacking forces. 


SHIP BREAKS IN TWO 

Two pilots scored direct hits with 
250-pound bombs on a 500-ton ship, 
which broke in two and sank. A 
smaller ship was left enveloped in 


smoke and flame. 

In extremely bad Visibility, in 
which jt was rarely possible to see 
more than half a mile, the Beauforts 
dropped torpedoes in quick succes- 
sion, aimed at the large ships in the 
convoy. 

The news service account said 
that, in order to get a clear run 
for the torpedoes, it was neces- 
sary to drop them within a screen 
of destroyers which put up & for- 
midable barrage of anti-aircraft 
fire, 

Although attacked twice by form: 
ations of 30 Messerschmitts, a Hur- 
ticane bomber squadron with Spit 
fire escort fought through the Con- 
voy. 

A Spitfire pilot attacked simul- 
taneously by three Nazi’ fighters 
sent a cannon burst into the near- 
est enemy plane, then saw it crash 
into its neighbor and both fall into 
the sea. 

A strong force of fighters was en- 
countered over the convoy, but the 
tactics of the German pilots, said 
the news service, were to draw the 
British fighters over to the coast 
rather than to engage them in com- 
bat. 


NEW PLANES USED 
It was disclosed that new Focke- 
Wulf 190's were among the fighter 


planes which gave the big Nazi 
ships an almost constant aerial 
sereen, 


Sqdn.-Ldr. Cliff said the first 
glimpse he caught of the enemy 
was an escorting destroyer, 

“Then suddenly he saw the big 
chaps. They had buckets of fighters 
escorting them. We all dropped our 
torpedoes within 10 seconds of eacn 
other, and I am certain we hit one 
of them.”

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Legislature Takes Unanimous Action To Aid Farmers 


Debt Moratorium Will 
Be Continued Another 


Month Members Decide/ 


To give the assembly an opportunity to review the pri- 
vate debt situation and to consider measures the government 


proposes to take in regard to 


debt adjustment, members of 


the legislature Thursday unanimously voted to continue the 
present moratorium for another month. 


The moratorium was declared 
by the government on January 15 
and expires February 15. As re- 
sult of the legislature's motion, 
the period will be extended by 
order-in-council. The first order 
was given to provide protection 
from actions to foreclose mort- 
gages and certain other actions 
when the Debt Adjustment Act 
was declared ultra vires by the 
Supreme Court of Canada. 
Opposition members, who sup- 
ported the motion, urged the gov- 
ernment, in drafting new legisla- 
tion, to use great care that, in giv- 
ing the maximum protection to de- 
serving debtors. they attempt to 
keep within the constitutional 
powers of the legislature. Criticism 
of the government was voicedsover 
passing acts which had proved in- 
effective on failure to stand under 
court tests. 


RELIEVE DEBTORS 

The motion, proposed by J- M. | 
Popil, S.C., Redwater, asked that 
the moratorium be extended, to 
permit study of measures “to re- 
lieve honest debtors who, due to 
circumstances over which they 
have no control, have been unable 
to meet their obligations and face 
the danger of losing their homes.”

Insurance Act 


Resolution urging the federal 
government to change the date 
from which the unemployment 
insurance is made available to 
discharged soldiers who have 
served in the armed forces during 
the present war was passed at 
a meeting of the 2nd Great War 
Veterans’ Association in the 
Agency building Thursday night. 
At the present time only those 
who have been discharged after 
July 1, 1941, are eligible for unem- 
ployment insurance, 

INJUSTICE DONE 

Members of the association feel 
that a great injustice is being done 
many men who wefe discharged 
before that date and have there- 
fore asked the government to 
change the act to extend the ben- 
efits to all men who have served 
since the outbreak of the war and 
to make the payments equivalent 
to the period of service. 

Satisfactory proof that charges 
of discrimination against returned 
men in employment of help at the 
aircraft repair plant here, were en- 
tirely without foundation was given 
to the meeting by H. Rocke, em- 
ployment manager of the plant. 

Mr. Rocke told the meeting that 
every possible effort is made to 
employ war veterans at the plant. 
In every case where if is possible 
to do so a war veteran is given the 
preference when hiring is done, Mr. 
Rocke stated 


NO BASIS FOR CHARGE 

In thanking Mr. Rocke for attend- 
ing the meeting. President J. C. 
Macdonald said that investigation 
of the man who had made the com- 
plaint had revealed there was no 
basis for the charge of unfairness 
against the aircraft company, Mem- 
bers of the association present 
expressed themselves as being 
completely satisfied with the assur- 
ances given by Mr. Rocke. 

The meeting appointed a hospital 
committee to take care of comforts 
for sick veterans and pay regular 
visits to those in hospital.

Explaining his proposal, he 
said, “By religion I do not mean 
any particular system of faith 
or worship of God, but the recog- 
nition of God as an object of 
worship. 

“What I will suggest is not only 
physical and intellectual training 
in the school, but also compulsory 
spiritual and moral training and 
by spiritual training I mean study 
of the Bible and Christian princip- 
les accepted by every church of 
Christian nations.”

All it takes to keep your fig- 
tre trim is one minute of specific 
exercise for each hour spent in 
sedentary work. Most of you can 
get slong very nicely with eight 


to 10 minutes’ daily calisthenics. |

To tone and firm the hip muscles 
kick, Stand erect with one hand on 
a chairback at the side for support, 
tense the gluteus maximus muscles 
On the backs of the hips, and then, 
with knees straight, thrust alter- 
Nate legs backward from the hips 
Do this without bending the knees 
or letting the trunk go forward 
You can kick 20 times for a starter 
and gradually ease up to 10. Relax 
after this and every other exercise. 

You bs AH give your circulation 
quite a jolt with this jumping and 
stretching exercise: Stand erect 
with feet together, hands down at 
sides. Spring into the air and as 
you do so spread the legs apart and 
fling arms up overhead. Come 
down in this position and spring 
again, landing in your starting posi- 
tion. That exercise should be re- 
peated only 10 times. It improves 
your circulation generally and 
tones the muscles of hips, thighs, 
midriff and shoulders 

One of the best exercises for off- 
setting sedentary work is rather 
strenuous but you can try it once 
or twice the first week, and as soon 
as you are in good enough condi- 
tion, do it for 10 counts each day. 
Lie flat on your back on the floor 
with arms stretched up on floor, 
legs down and together. Try to 
come up to a sitting position with- 
out letting your legs come off the 


floor. Anchoring the feet under 
heavy furniture will help you 
Here's an exercise that will 


sirengthen your trunk muscles and 
make it easier for you. to sit up 
under your own power: Assume a 
sitting position on the floor, legs 
together straight out in front, ab- 
dominal muscles pulled up, chin 
level, and arms stretched overhead. 
Hold that position as you roll back- 
ward until your back is on the 
floor, legs straight up in air. Swing 
arms down on floor until they are 
straight out from the shoulders. 
then move you legs back and 
forth—keep those knees straight—

More and more Canadians are 
learning to use garden herbs in 
cooking. That's another sign of the 
times. The rising cost of spices and 
the probability that war in the 
East Indies may cut off our supply 
of familiar spices makes the study 
of garden herbs important to the 
housewife these days 

Leonie de Sounin, a lover of 
herbs and an expert in using them 
|for fine but inexpensive food, gives | 
valuable advice in a new beok call- 
ed “Magic In Herbs.” She gives 
vecipes, using garden herbs, in- 


structions for small herb gardens 
and general information on herbs 
of great importance to our Can- 
adian wartime cookery. Let's open 
her book. 


POTATO SOUP , . 

Two pounds potatoes, 2 table- 
spoons caraway seeds. 2 teaspoons 
coarse salt, 6 leeks, 1 quart whole 
milk, 2 teaspoons fresh (or dried) 
marjoram, 1 teaspoon paprika. 

Place potatoes, unpeeled, in 2 
quarts of water, add the caraway 
seeds and one teaspooh of course 
salt. After half on hour potatoes 
are taken from water, peeled, cut 
in small pieces, returned to water. 
Cut leeks into small pieces—white 
part only; green pieces are added in 
whole length. After another half 
hour green pieces of leeks are re- 
moved ald soup boiled down, pot- 
atoes and leeks to a soft puree. 
When strained, return to pot, add 
milk and marjoram, 1 teaspoon 
coarse salt and paprika. Cook 15 
minutes longer. Before serving, 
heavy cream and 2 tablespoons 
finely cut parsley are added. 


PORK CHOPS 

Cook them for a while on low 
heat (having cut off the side fat). 
Have some olive or other oil in the 
pan, which does not burn and fill 
the kitchen with fumes. Rub both 
sides of chops with lemon juice and 
sweet marjoram and a few seeds of 
caraway. When chops are done 
place herb or anchovy or garlic 
butter on top. Dill butter is ex- 
cellent with chops. Cooked lentils 
are delicious with pork chops; so is 
spinach. But do not serve sauer 
kraut with them; it does not help 
their flavor.

He would not discuss freak hands 
He would say to his pupils, “About 
85 per cent of all hands dealt are of 
the five most frequent patterns 
The principles of bidding and play 
are developed for these hands. It is 
impossible to lay down rules for 
the other 15 per cent. where bad 
breaks are bound to upset all aver- 
age expectations,” 

Anyone who wished to take les- 
sons from Whitehead first had to 
play a series of test hands, through 
which Whitehead analyzed his 
weaknesses. Today’s hand was No 
1 of the “catechism.” 

Whitehead would give the pupil 
the South cards, lay out the dum- 
my, and play the defense himself 
He would cash two rounds of 
spades, then shift to the jack of 
diamonds, “Now play the hand.” 

Nine out of . ten pupils, said 
Whitehead, would win the diamond 


with the king, lead the third spade | 


ace and king of clubs and ruff 4 
third club. When the clubs failed 
to break, the contract was set one, 
as the declarer etill had to lose a 
trump and a diamond. ’ 

“Now.” Whitehead would say, 
“you could have set up one long 
club by one more ruff if you had 
an extra re-entry to dummy. Why. 
then, did you rush to ruff out your 
third spade? That was the extra 
entry you neéded but you used it 
before you were ready 

“When the dummy goes down, 
you must stop to plan your play, If 
yOu see a clear line ahead, examine 
what assumptions it involves as to 
the adverse splits 

“Here you have to find the 
trumps 3-2, or you are sure to be 
set. You also must set up one long 
club for a diamond discard. 

“Apparently you have to find the 
clubs split 3-3. But analyze to see 
what unfavorable breaks you can 
handle by good technique. Here you 
should have counted that you 
might be able to handle a 4-2 club 
break, but to do so you would need 
ta conserve all your entries to 
dummy.”

INDIA PAPER DID NOT 
ORIGINATE IN INDIA 


Like many other names, India 
paper is misleading. It did not 
come from India, but from China, 
and was introduced into Europe 
about the middle of the 18th cen- 
tury. Because everything coming 
from the Far East in those days 
was called “Indian,” this Chinese 
paper became misnamed ahd the 
error has remained. Used widely 
for prints of engravings and wood- 
cuts, this thin and tough paper 
should really be called Chinese 
paper. not India paper. 


Your Bab 
And Mine 


Everything connected with the 
baby's bottles should be surgically 
clean. The bottles should be wash- 
ed well with soap and water and a 
bottle brush which can get to the 
bottom of the bottle. They should 
be rinsed and brought to a boil in 
a large kettle of water and boiled 
for several moments and then lifted 
out and allowed to drain on a 
freshly laundered towel. 

The bottle nipples should be 
scrubbed on both sides, rinsed 
and boiled once of twice weekly 
with the bottles. The rest of the 
time they should be dipped in a 
solution of boric acid water and 
kept in a covered, glegs jar. 

All af these precautions ‘are cs- 
sential so baby will not develop 
any mouth infections from care- 
lessly cleaned bottles and good for- 
had will not become contaminat- 


Carelessness in the handling of | 


bottles and nipples. or failure to 
cleanse the breast nipples before 
each nursing, may result in a fun- 
gus infection of baby’s mouth, It is 
because such slight causes may re- 
sult in thrush that the importance 
of perfect cleanliness must be 
stressed constantly. 

Thrush shows itself in small white 
patches in baby's mouth, patches 
which look as innocuous as drops 
of milk but which bleed when 
wiped off. It causes baby such 
discomfort that he is inclined to 
refuse food rather than to press his 
sore mouth onto the nipples. 

The care of the ailment should be 
left to the doctor, for he can paint 
it with vegetable dyes or treat it 
with other methods for its cure, but 
only the mother can prevent furth- 
er recurrence of the ailment by her 
attention to these details of nursing 
or bottle feeding. 

Not only must the bottles be 
washed and boiled before the for- 
mula is divided between them, but 
they must be kept afterwards in a 
clean spot, for even house dust on 
the nipples may be damaging to 
the health of the baby's mouth. 

We see less of thrush these days 
only because proper care of bottles 
and nipples is so familiar a pro- 
cedure to young mothers.

although stated by some to be in a 
better position than prior to the 
outbreak of war, still found i¢ dif- 
ficult in most caseg to meet their 
obligations. 


FARMERS' PLIGHT 

Though prices had risen om live- 
stock and dairy products, he said, 
wheat prices were still low and, 
since August, 1980, the farmers’ 
cost of living had risen 15 per cent. 
Groceries were up 22 per cent, farm 
machinery 21 per cent, farmers’ 
taxes three per cent, with similar 
iy age in many other items, he 
said. 

The farmers formed about ene- 
third of the population of Can- 
ads, he stated, and should re- 
ceive about one-third of the na- 
tional income. From 1915 te 1919 
they 4id@ receive this proportion, 
but tm the years 1926-29 they got 
only one-sixth and from 1930 te 
1940 just one-tenth ef the ne- 
tional tncome. 

“Tt Is necessary to: improve con- 
ditions In agriculture if we are go- 
ing to maintain farm life and not 
have people leaving the industry 
for more profitable enterprises,” 
he said. 


“RANK DISCRIMINATION” 

N. E. Cook, SC., Olds, seconder 
of the motion, declared, “The 
farmer is broke and the govern- 
ment must intervene.” 

He said the U.F.A. government 
had passed the Debt Adjustment 
Act fn 1988 to protect farmers from 
foreclosures and the present gov- 
ernmemt in 1936 had amended it 
to extend {ts protection to urban 
dwellers. 

“After it waa in force for eight 
years, the courte ruled {t invalid,” 
he sald. He felt this was “rank 
discrimination against Alberts.” 

The moratorium, he seid, would 
not prohibit a man who could pay 
his debts from doing so. 

George MacLachisn, Ind., Pem- 
bina, declaring that the Independ- 
ent group purposed to support the 
motion, urged the government to 
take great care in studying the con- 
stitutionality of any new measures 
it planned to introduce. 
FAVORS ADJUSTMENT 

In passing the original Debt Ad- 
Justment Act, he said, the U.F.A. 
government went to great lengths 
to be sure that it would stand the 
tests of the courts. They secured 
advice from the best legal authority 
in the province. 

“We were advised,” said the 
former U.F.A. member, “that If we 
struck out the appeal to a judge. 
our act would be unconstitutional. 
When our act was passed it was 
regarded as a fair and honest effort 
to regulate debt. 

“But when this government tn 
1936 struck out tha¢ section pro- 
viding an appeal te a judge, the 
effect was that sooner or later 
there would be an appeal te the 
court and the result of the appeal 
was that ft was found unconati- 
tutional. 

“T am im favor of adjustment of 
debts on their individual merits, as 
I think any blanket regulations 
often do more harm than good. We 
of the Independent group stand for 
adjustment of debts on an Indi- 
vidual basis to protect the deserv- 
ing debtor.” 


CONSTITUTIONAL RIGHTS 

He suggested that an appeal be 
made to the Dominion government 
to bring the Farmers’ Creditors’ 
Arrangement Act up to date so 
that it might review {ts past ad- 
justments and make any needed re- 
visions In settlements already dealt 
with, 

H. FE. DeBolt, S.C., Spirit River. 
spoke briefly, saying the morator- 
Jum was needed as “we find our 
peovle unprotected.” 

J. J. Bowlen, Lib. Calgary. 
sald that, though he was opposed 
to moratoriums, he would support 
this motion. “This previncial gov- 
ernment has the same constitu- 
tional rights as other provinces, 
and ff they would take good legal 
advice they would have no dif- 
ficalty,” he sald. 

D. M. Duggan, Ind., Edmonton, 
also supporting the move, said that 
the legislature should take action 
to press upon Ottawa the needs of 
the west. “Debt adjustment fs not 
enough,” he sald. ‘These debts 
must be cleaned off the sheet anc 
we must establish a basis of livin 
for the farmers of western Canada.” 


EASTERN ATTITUDE 

The debt adjustment situation, 
he said, would have settled itself 
if there had been a proper relation- 
ship between eastern and western 
Canada, “But down there they 
look On us Out here as a Necessary 
evil In building a nation. They feel 
that we are a bunch of good fellows 
and are all right as Jong as we are 
willing to milk the cow, ship all 
the cream east and live on skim 
milk ourselves.” 

“Something more than debt leg- 
islation and moratoriums wes nec- 
essary,” he said. 

He felt that the Soctal Credit 
party and other groups should 
find some common ground on 

which they could unite to make 8 
strong case in Ottews for a better 
des! for the west, 

“1 fee) the government here and 
we should bury our differences on 
some theories. There are practical 
things knocking on our door.” he 
Baid.

SCHOOL GRANTS UP 

Provincial grants to schools are in- 
creased $140,000 owing to additional 
rooms and longer terms in many of 
the divisions, while an increased 
grant of $50,000 is made to the Uni- 
versity of Alberta,

DECLINE OFFSET 


The decline in value of the wheat 
crop was, I am glad to say, sub- 
stantially offset by increased in- 
come from goarse grains and live- 
stock, and also by payments from 
the Dominion government under the 
wheat acreage reduction bonus and 
the Prairie Farmers’ Assistance Act. 
However, we must face the fact that 
until the farmers reatize an equil- 
able price for wheat in relation- 
ship to the prices of commodities 
which they have to purchase, the 
basic industry of Western Canada 
will never regain the position it 
once held and to which it is right- 
ly entitled. 

Iam not suggesting that acre- 
age payments have not furnished 
some measure of relief; they have,

mitory at the Oliver Mental In- 
stitute, (Mr, Low stated that $60.- 
000 is provided to build a nurses’ 
residence at Keith sanitarium, near 
Calgary.) 

The net funded and unfunded 
debt of the province at March 31, 
1941, was $144,741,018 as compared 
with $147,940,221 at the end of the 
previous year, a drop of $3,199,203, 
the treasurer reported. 

Mr. Low tabled the interim cash 
s ‘oment for the Aine months end- 
ed December 31, 1941, which show- 
ed cash receipts on income account 


658.848, an increase of $2,403,992. 


TEXT OF ADDRESS 

The complete text of Mr, Low's 
address follows: 

It is again my privilege and re- 
sponsibility to present to this leg- 
islature a review of the financial 
statements of the province for the 
past fiscal year and the budget for 
the ensuing fiscal year ending 
March 31, 1943. It is unnecessary 
for me, Mr, Speaker, to review the 
happenings of recent months, nor 
shall I attempt to forecast what we 
may have to face during the months 
fo come. Events in these times 
move with such rapidity that it is 
most difficult to maintain a proper 
perspective with regard to many of 
our problems. We, along with other 
governments in that portion of the 
world that is still “free”, have today 
{nereased responsibilities; and it is 
with a due sense of that added re- 
esponsibility that I address you to- 
day. It is unnecessary for me to re- 
view in detail conditions in Can- 
ada, except to say that as a direct 
result of government expenditures 
for war purposes, employment has 
reached its highest level for some 
years; and the business index also 
reflects the increase in national in- 
come. In this province, notwith- 
standing the low prices for wheat, 
the statements I will present indic- 
ate improved conditions generally. 


AGRICULTURE 

In my address of last year I gave 
to this assembly a rather extensive 
survey of the statistics with respect 
to the wheat problem. | expressed 
the opinion that the prospect of in- 
creased income from the production 
of wheat was anything but encour 
aging, and that both marketing and 
prices would be dependent upon the 
policy follewed by the Dominion 
Government. Notwithstanding a de- 
crease in yield for Western Canada 
of over 243,000,000 bushels of wheat 
in 1941 as compared with the pre- 
vious year, there has been no re- 
sultant increase in the price rece\|V~ 
ed by the producer, and we enter 
another crop year with prices again 
dependent upon the policy of the 
Dominion Government It is not my 
intention to give detailed statistics 
However, | think it is impertan€ to 
review and record certain figures 


particularly to farmers who have 
had no crop or only a very small 
yleld per acre; and as compensa- 
tion for acreage reduction the sys- 
tem has merit. However, in spite 
of such relief measures, the prob- 
lems confronting the wheat 
grower will not be solved until he 
is assured a fair and equitable 
price for his products. 


It is indeed fortunate, Mr 
Speaker, that many of our farmers 
have been able to increase their 
production of livestock, By utiliz- 
ing their wheat for feed, they have 
been able to increase their income 
quite substantially. 


READY DEMAND 


1 am pleased to report a ready 
demand, at more favorable prices, 
for other agricultural products, and 
also increased production of the 
same by our farmers. Cattle mar- 
keted numbered 441,000, an increase 
of 79,000 head over the previous 
year, valued at $20,922,000, an in- 
crease of over $2,000,000, The num-| 
ber of hogs marketéd increased 
from 1,485,000 to 2,097,000 head, rea-| 
lizing $38,584,000, increasing the in-| 
come of the producers by more than} 
$14,000,000. 


DAIRY PRODUCTS GAIN 

Dairy products also showed a 
substantia] gain, both in production 
and price, reaching a total value of 
$28,000,000 as against $19,532,000 for 
last year.

which, I might mention, produced 
183 per cent of the production of 
the whole British Empire. The value 
increased from $10,504,000 to $12,- 
358,000. In Turner Valley the foot-

MORE DEVELOPMENT 

In other fields 51,824 feet were 

drilled against 23,448 feet; and ex- 
ploration drilling of 46,716 was prac- 
tically the same as that for the 
previous year. ‘The consumption of 
natural gas increased around two 
| million thousand cubic feet to 
twenty-eight million three hundrea 
thousand thousand cubic feet, valued 
at $1,415,271, the increase being 
principally due to the demand for 
wartime purposes. The production 
of coal also showed an increase of 
some 500,000 tons; a total of 6,700,- 
000 tons was mined, valued at $17,- 
621,000. There is an increased de- 
mand for Alberta coal in Eastern 
Canada; and it is hoped that this 
market will be maintained and ex- 
tended for the better grades of our 
coal. ‘I'he output of salt at Waler- 
ways doubled during the year; a 
total of 16,610 tons were produced 
valued at $166,100. Lumbering oper- 
ations were active throughout the 
year, the value of products being 
$4,133,000, as compared with a value 
of $2,531,090, an increase of approx!- 
mately $1,600,000 over the previous 
year. 

The total value of all products 
from our resources for the yeat 
was $35,694,000, as compared with 
$30,776,000, a gain of almost five 
million dollars. In 1935 the total 
value of these products was $16,- 
722,000, and 1 submit that an in- 
crease of nearly nineteen million 
since that time is conclusive evi- 
dence of ‘the growing importance 
of these resources to the people of 
this Province, 


BEET SUGAR INDUSTRY 
‘The final figures with respect to 
this industry are not yet available, 


‘The acreage under crop shows little 
change from the previous year. A 
total of 23,808 acres were seeded 
and the estimated yield was 297,298 
tons—a decrease of some 30,000 tons 
Sugar output will approximate 92,- 
560,000 pounds as compared with 
93,466,400 pounds in 1940. Growers 
will receive an initial payment of 
$6.00 per ton compared with $5.50 a 
ton for last year; and it jis expected 
the total gross return will be nearly 
$2,300,000. A ready market is avail- 
able for the by-products, and in- 
creasing numbers of livestock are 
being fed in areas adjacent to the 
two factories. It has been definitely

NATURAL ‘RESOURCES Oy 


The production from our natural 
resources is now second in value 


only to that derived from agricul: | 


ture. On previous occasions I have 
stressed the growing importance of 
the development of these resources 
as a source of revenue to the gov- 
ernment. It has been the policy of 
this government to encourage and 
assist in their development in every 
possible way that is sound. Not only 
are these resources valuable to the 
economy of this province, but as the 
war develops, the products of our 
resources are becoming increasingly 
important to the economy of, Can- 
ada and to the intensity of her war 
effort, 

1am gratified, Mr Speaker, to re- 
port to the legislature that the past 
year witnessed a further substantial 
increase in the production of pet 
roleum; and although the increase 
was mainly derived from the Tur- 
ner Valley field, an intensive search 
for other producing areas Was car- 
ried on. In the Vermilion field a 
new refinery has been completed 
to process the production from 
wells drilled in that area, princtp- 
ally for use of the ratlways, In ad- 
dition. the Turney Valley field has 
been extended to the north a dis- 
tance of over twenty miles. It is 
also gratifying to report that the 
first official figures relating to the 
extraction of crude oil from the 
tar sands at McMurray have been 


at thig time. In 1940, Western Can- 
ada produced 526 000,000 bushels of 
wheat, of which total this province 
contributed 181,000,000 bushels, The 
average price to the producer at the 
point of shipment was forty-nine 
cents per bushel, and the total in- 
come from this source was estimat- 
ed at $88,500,000. In the past year, 
1941, due to the acreage reduction 
policy of the Federal Government, 
and due also to unfavorable weather 
conditions, the production in the 
prairie provinces dropped to 282,-

As you know, the advances in 1937 
and 1938 were made by chartered 
banks under the successive guar- 
antees of the Dominion Govern- 
ment and of the province, The ar- 
rangement provided that the loans 
would be carried, if necessary, for 
1 period of three years from the 
date the advances were made, In 
my address last year, | reported 
that the province, under its guar-

LIVESTOCK FEEDERS’ 
ASSOCIATIONS 
Loans to these 
guaranteed by the province to an 
amount not exceeding twenty-five 
per cent of the aggregate sum bor: 
rowed, and the maximum borrow- 
ing by an association is limited to 
one hundred thousand dollars, 
Three new associations were form- 
ed during the year, bringing the 
number operating up to fifteen 
The aggregate borrowings as al 


associations are 


November 30, 1941, amounted to 
$792,668; and the number of mem- 
bers receiving caltle under feeders’ 
contracts totalled 366. Eleven 
thousand, six hundred and sevenly- 
four cattle and thirty thousand, five 
hundred and fifty-six sheep were 
purchased by the associations, Ad- 
vances made the previous year 
were paid in full; and we anticipate 
similar results this year. The asso- 
ciations are carefully supervised, 
and their operations have not only 
resulted in enabling farmers to 
utilize their feed to advantage, but 
have also kept a considerable num- 
ber of feeder cattle and sheep off 
the fall market until they .were 
grain fed and properly finished for 
the export market. Four of these 
associations were financed by loans 
under the Treasury Branches Act. 


HAIL INSURANCE BOARD 

Operating under legislation pass- 
ed by this government at the 1938 
session, the Alberta Hail Insurance 
Board has now completed four 
years of Operations; and it is most 
gratifying, Mr. Speaker, to record 
a satisfactory statement for the past 
year. The Board accepted 9,133 ap- 
plications for insurance against 
damage by hail, covering 1,295,650 
acres of crop with total risk of 
$5,640,868. Due principally to un- 
favorable crop conditions, both the 
number of applications received 
and the coverage written showed a 
decrease compared with the pre- 
ceding year. Applications showed 
a decrease of 1.244 in number and 
the risk carried was down $1,757,000. 
The premium payable totalled 
$490,556, a decrease of “$180,363. No!- 
withstanding the decrease in the 
risk carried, awarded claims for 
damage by hail totalled $447,976, a 
decrease of only $20,861 as compar- 
ed with the year 1940. 


TOTAL PAID 

Total premiums paid to January 
22, 1942 amounted to $466,452 or 
95.09 per cent of the total payable; 
and it is anticipated that the bal- 
ance of some $24,100 will be col- 
lected from further wheat deliver- 
ies and sale of livestock. Claims in 
all areas are being paid on a hun- 
dred per cent basis. In accordance 
with the provisions of the Act, the 
first payment on claims awarded 
amounting to $272,503 was made to 
the insured on November Ist, 1941; 
and the final payment. aggregating 
$175,473 will be made on March Ist 
next. The operating loss for the 
year totalled $62,414, However, 
unde? a fre-insurance treaty the 
Board was reimbursed to the 
amount of $52,487, and the balance 
of $9,924 was taken care of from 
the Reserve Funds of the Board. 


RESERVE INCREASES 

The board’s revenue funds have 
increased from $504,940 to $520,926 
during the-year and $300,000 of this 
amount is invested in tht First Vic- 
tory Loan. Certain areas of this 
province over a period of years 
show a very high ratio of loss from 
hail, and this insurance plan is ren- 
dering a very real service to the 
farmers of this prevince in provid- 
ing protection against this hazard 
at the lowest possible cost. I take 
this opportunity, Mr. Speaker, of 
expressing my appreciation of the 
support afforded the board by so 
many farmers of this province, and 
also compliment the board on the 
results indicated by their statement 
for the year. 

I should mention that the Board 
operates without any financial as- 
sistance from the government by 
way of guarantee or otherwise. 

Turning now to the main finan- 
cial statements of the province: 


PUBLIC ACCOUNTS—FISCAL 
YEAR ENDED MARCH 31, 1941 

The public accounts for the 
preceding fiscal year have been 
tabled. The statements were also 
released to the public several 
months ago, and it is unnecessary 
for me to deal with the state- 
ments in detail at this time. 

The operating statement, after 
combining all expenditures, on both 
income and capital accounts reveal 
an over-all surplus of $2,270,845.19. 
In comparing the final results with 
the estimates, you will note, Mr. 
Speaker, that I under-estimated the 
revenue and over-estimated the ex- 
penditures; and as a result we had 
a subsiantial surplus rather than a 
deficit. This procedure can be de- 
fended in the light of the uncertain- 
ty of the times. Revenue from the 
following sources exceeds the sums 
estimated: Income tax, $704,000; li- 
quor profits, $543,000; motor licen- 
ses, $212,000, and timber fees, $296,- 
000. On the expenditure side the 
net cost of unemployment relief 
showed a decrease of $734,600 
against the estimated net expendi- 
tures, 

The surplus above stated is ar- 
rived at after providing for all 
ordinary capital expenditures, 
unemployment relief and certain 
statutory payments, but does not 
include debt retirement. A total 
of $831,363.44 was expended for 
this purpose, and included $554,- 
O71 for redemption oF savings cer- 
tificates, $241,735 for accounts 
payable, and $23,000 as a payment 
on treasury bills issued to the 
Dominion government. 

In capital expenditures payments 


of $620,000 were incurred to imple- | 


ment the guarantee of the province 
with respect to advances made in 
1937 under the Agricultural Relief 
Advances Act. These advances 
were also guaranteed by the Do- 
minion government. I referred to 
this payment when reviewing the 
position of these advances which 
are shown as a contingent liability 
of the province, 
FUNDED AND UNFUNDED DEBT 
The net funded and unfunded 
debt of the province as at March 31, 
1941, totalled $144,741,018 as com- 
pared with $147,940,221 at the end 
of the previous fiscal year, a de- 
crease of $3,199,203, The decrease 
is chiefly accounted for by .accre- 
tions to sinking funds of $692,301, 
an increase of cash and invest- 
ments of $2,137,728, and a decrease 
of $554,071 in the unfunded debt by 
the redemption of savings certifi- 
cales.

In addition, the province is liable 
for certain guarantees, and the total 
as at March 31, 1941, was $8,500,509 
as compared with $9,253,228 the pre- 
vious year, a reduction of $752,719. 
These guarantees include Irrigation 
and Drainage District debentures, 
gQuarauteed advances to .marketing 
associations, seed grain advances, 
Co-Operative credit societies and 
loans under the (Dominion) Muni- 
cipal Improvement Assistance Act. 
Detailed statements of the public 
debt and these guarantees are fur- 
nished on pages 20 to 22 of the 
public accounts, 


INTERIM STATEMENT 
CURRENT YEAR 

The interim cash statement for 
the nine months’ period of the pre- 
sent fiscal year is being tabled; and 
complete information regarding re- 


ceipts and expenditures are fur- 
nished in that report. The cash re- 
ceipts on income account for the 


period totalled  $20,262,840.93 as 
compared with $17,858,848.87 for the 
same period last yedr, an increase 
of $2,403,992.06. The Fuel Oil Tax 
collections show a gain of $715,000, 
and other increases follow: Liquor 
Board profits, $669,000; Income Tax, 
$263,000; Motor Licenses, $259,000; 
Miscellaneous Taxes, $210,000, and 
Royalties and Fees, $177,000. Cash 
payments total $14,682,017.18, an in- 
crease of $54,272.04 over the same 
period of the preceding year. Net 
expenditures for unemployment re- 
lief total $372,684.74, a decrease of 
$447,339.15. However, this decrease 
is partly accounted for by reim- 
bursements from the Dominion 
Government totalling $270,000 
against expendilures made by the 
province in the previous fiscal 
year. 

Net capital expenditures totalled 
$2,612,088, an increase of $493,344.53, 
chiefly accounted for by the im- 
plementation of the Province's 
grain advances made in 1938. The 
guarantee in connection with seed 
during this period to- 
talled $901,000 as compared with 
$520,000 paid in the corresponding 
period last year with respect to ad- 
vances for agricultural relief made 
in 1937, Savings certificates re- 
deemed during the period amount- 
ed to $350,000. 

I think I am safe in saying, Mr. 
Speaker, that we may anticipate | 
a favorable over-al] surplus at the 
end of the present fiscal year. 


1942-43 ESTIMATES 


I would now direct the attention | 
of*the honorable members to the} 
estimates for the ensuing fiscal 
year ending March 31, 1943, copies 
of which have been tabled, 

The estimates are based on the 
policy of this Government to keep 
expenditures within our income, 
and at the same time to maintain 
essential governmental services. 
Provision has also been made for 
increased appropriations where 


deemed advisable, and I will men- 
tion these when dealing with the 
expenditures in detail, 


REVENUE—INCOME - 


| ACCOUNT, 1942-43, 


Total revenue on Income Account 
is ¢Cstimated at $21,268,723.90 as 
compared with $19,808,477.50 for the 
present year, an increase of %1.460- 
246.40. Under the proposed agree- 
ment with the Dominion Govern- 
ment our revenue from certain 
sources is fixed to the extent of 
$4.080,218, and will be replaced by 
grants from the Dominion; alsu the 
revenue from the Fuel Oil Tax iz 
guaranteed to the extent of $3,221,- 
000. . 


RECEIPTS UP 


During the present year, our re- 
ceipts from this source are sub- 


Stantially in excess of this sum 
However, future revenue will be 
dependent upon the rationing of 
gasoline and other measures which 
may restrict the use of motor 
vehicles in order to conserve ma- 
terials and fuel for war purposes 
Income from our remaining chief 
sources of revenue, namely, Motor 
Licenses and Liquor Board profits, 
during the current year exceeded 
our estimates, Howéver, in ar- 
riving at our figures for the ensuing 
year we have made what we con- 
sider a reasonable allowance for a 
possible shrinkage in revenues froin 
these sources. No new or increased 
taxation revenue is provided ip the 
aforementioned totals. I feel con- 
fident in saying that the Lotal rev- 
enue estimated is, if anything, a 
conservative estimate and an 
amount which we can reasonably 
anticipate will be realized. 

The revenue from income taxes, 
which is fixed at the actual 
amount collected in the fiscal year 
ended March, 1941, accounts for 
$940,000 of the increase. Profits 
of the Liquor Board are estimated 
at $2,900,000, an increase of $300.- 
000; the amount estimated is set 
below the actual we wilt receive 
this year. In the Lands and Mines 
Department we anticipate a net 
increase in revenue of $179,000, 
mainly from Timber Dues and 
Royalties. We have also provid- 
ed for a decrease in revenue from 
Fuel Oil and Motor Licenses of 
over $90,000, The estimated rev- 
enue from this source is below 
the actual receipts this year for 
the reasons J have previously 
mentioned, 

Total expenditures on Income Ac- 
count, including expenditures for 
Unemployment Relief and Domin- 
ion-Provineial Youth Training are 
estimated at $18,769,273.75 as com- 
pared with $17,783,749.08, an esti- 
mated net increase of $985,524.67. 

In the estimates of the Dgpart- 
ment of Education you will note in- 
creased provision for grants t 
schools of $140,000, due to additiona 
rooms and longer school term in 
many of the Divisions, The grant to 
the University has been increased 
by $50,000. A decrease in their regis- 
tration is expected, and approxi- 
mately $28,000 is required to cover 
the cost of living bonus and minor 
salary adjustments, 


HEALTH VOTES Ur 
The estimites of the Department 
of Health show a total increase 
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of $246,000. An additional $25,000 is 
provided for hospital grants; $30,000 
for cancer treatment, making a 
total appropriation for this service 
of $75,000. An increase of $43,000 is 
required for the care and treatmen! 
of poliomyelitis patients, due to the 
epidemic of last year, and an In- 
crease of $70,000 excluding the cost 
of living bonus is provided for 
mental institutions. The cost of liv- 
ing bonus in this department aty 
counts for an increase of avouns 
$60,000. 

Appropriations for the Depart-) 
ment of Public Works show an in- 
crease of $130,000. The cost of ilv- 
ing bonus accounts for approxi- 
mately $50,000; and an additional 
sum of $48,000 is required for the 
maintenance of public buildings 
Provision of $775,000 for mainten> 
ance of main highways, and $300,° 
000 for district and local roads has 
been made, and show no change 
from the amounts provided for 
the present year, 1 may add that 
these amounts are considered the 
minimum to protect our present 
investment in roads. 


The Treasury Department esti- 


males show an increase of $735,000.: 


You will note that $600,000 has been 
provided to supplement the old age 
pensions now paid under agreemen| 
with the Dominion government. 
There is at present no indication 
that the Dominion government will 
bear seventy-five percent of the 
supplementary pensions paid. In 
providing this sum to increase the 
pensions to $25.00 a month, wholiy 
from provincial funds, if necessary, 
the government does not recede 
from its position that these pensions 
are wholly the responsibility of the 
government of Canada; but recog 
nizes the urgent necessity and right 
of these pensioners to an increa:e 
in the present pension rate. 


In order that the pensioners wl 
reccive the full benefit of the pro 
posed supplementary payment, we 
have requested the Dominion g: 
ernment to. amend the Act and 
regulations. T may say also, Mr, 
Speaker, that we hope the Domin- 
ion government ultimately, if not 
at present, will assume the same 
percentage of the cost of the supple- 
mentary pensions as they now bear 
with respect to pensions presently 
awarded under the Act. An added 
$50,000 is also included for old age 
pensions now authorized. Treasury 
Branches estimates show an_ in- 
crease of $34,000, of which $18,000 
is required: to cover the cost of 
living bonus, No provision is made 
for the bonus on the purchase of 
Alberta _ made products, and the 
amount credited in trade claims for 
this purpose will be carried as a 
contingent liability on the balance 
sheet, 


ADDITIONAL SERVICES 


The Department of Lands and 
Mines estimates show an increuse of 
$122,000. The cost of living bonus 
accounts for $35,000 of the incresse 
and additional expenditures are 
Provided for added forestry and 
game protection by increasing the 
term of employment for ranger; 4 
wardens who now also act as ¢ 
8uardians,

RECEIPTS—CAPITAL ACCOUNT 
You will note increased receipts 
are anticipated in the estimates of 
the department of agriculture, but 
there is an offsetting item of $100,- 
000 in Capital expenditures, In 
order to conserve supplies of barley 
for seeding purposes, the govern: 
ment 4g arranging to purchase a 
reasonable supply which will be 
cleaned and sold for seeding re- 
quirements. There has been an une 
usually heayy demand for barley, 
particularly the better grades, from 
sources outside the province; and 
with limited deliveries being made. 
the government, in co-operation 
with the grain companies, has taken 
initial steps to retain sufficient 
supplies for seed. The necessary 
legislation will be introduced at 
the present session. - 
Payments on Capital are esti- 
mated at $2,520,662.33 as compared 
with $2,241, 540.03, an increase of 
$279,122.30 over the amount for the 
present fiscal year. 

Included in the estimates for 
the department of Agriculture 
you will note the item of $100,000 
for the purchase of barley for 
seed. I have already referred to 
this expenditure. It is anticipated 
that the amount will be recover- 
ed, although we have estimated 
for a possible shrinkage of ten 
per cent in cleaning and handl- 
ing. 

In the department of publie 
works estimates we have provided 
the sum of $800,000 for Main Highs 
ways construction, an increase of 
$97,000 over the amount provided 
in the estimates for the current 
fiscal year.

Let there 
be no difference of opinion be- 
tween us on that score; and 
whether we like the thought or 
not, the war cannot be won by 
actions of Governments alone, 
but only by the determination, | 
the utmost effert and the sacrifice 
of every individual in our land. 

There is throughout Canada gen- | 
erally a feeling that what we have 
done so far towards winning the 
war {s not sufficient; and I say in | 
all sincerity and not in a spirit of |
